CO-OPERATION. 


Senator Stanford on tlie Co-operation 


of Labor. 


LABOR IS ITS OWN IUPL0YER. 


At Produces 
C ap ital-N o 
Natural 
CouHict Betw een the Two_

Convincing D eductions. 


In conversation with a representative of 
the New York 
Tribune, in Han Francisco, 
Henutor Htanford explained the objects to be 
attained by the bill recently introduced by 
himself In the Senate of the United States, 
with reference to the formation of eo operative 
associations, substantially a. follows. The sub­ 
heads are those of the UecobD-Union : 
" The great advantage to labor arising out of 
eo-operative effort and relation has been appa­ 
rent to uie lor many years. From my earliest 
acquaintance with the science of political econ­ 
omy, it has been evident to my mind that capi­ 
tal was the product of laUir, and that therefore 
in its best analysis there could be no natural 
coufiiet between capital and labor, because 
there could be no antagonism between canse 
and effect, between effort and the result ot ef­ 
fort; and. since capital is the prisluct of labor, 
there could be no conflict between labor aud its 
product. Keeping this fundamental principle 
In view, it is obvious that the seeming antag­ 
onism between capital and labor is the result of 
deceptive appearance. I have always been 
fully jiorsuaded that, through co-operation, 
labor could become its own employer. The in­ 
vestment aud employment of capital is de­ 
pendent entirely upon the product of the 
labor employed by it. All active capital is 
merely capita! employing labor. It is out of the 
product of labor so employed that capital is re­ 
warded. Capital invested in a manner not to 
require the employment of labor is dead or idle 
eamtal. Money invested in land where the 
lana is not cultivated, or in buiiiiings which are 
untenanted, is as idle as if the gold and silver 
Invested in them had never been mined; but all 
capital employed in manufactures, in agricult­ 
ure, in commerce, in arts, iu transportation, is 
active capital, and it is sustklued and supported 
in activity wltol.y out of the respli ql the labor 
it employs. Labor and capital, thus associated, 
then create all the reward which inures to 
them. 
THE VALUE OF THINGS. 
"All things have value ouly in proport ion to 
their susceptibility of becoming valuib’.a by 
the addition of labor. The oro in the mine hue 
value only because of its capability of being 
converted by the duplication oflabo'r, under tlie 
dircctlou of the enterprise, into things useful to 
man. Land is valuable only iu proportion as it 
I is capable of yielding to the labor expended 
upon it a large return iu the way of products 
adapted to supply human wants. The value of 
everything iu the way of raw or trawrought ma­ 
terial depends entirely upon its susceptibility of 
being converted Into property, and the conver­ 
sion of the original raw materials into property. 
In the way of wares, merchandise, fabrics, or 
works of art, resides wholly in their capability, 
under the manipulation of labor, of being so 
Tónvericd. 
WEALTH THE TROPICT OF LABOR. 
" Thus ag in we find the wealth of the world 
to be in the product of labor. Labor is the cre­ 
ator of capital, aud capital is in the nature of a 
stored up force. It is like the balance wheel of 
an engine, whicli has no motion that has not 
been imparted to it, but is a reservoir of force 
which will perpetuate the motion of the ma­ 
chinery n tcr the propelling power has ceased. 
A man takes a lew thousand dollars of capital, 
builds a workshop, buys raw material advan­ 
tageously, and engages a hundred workmen to 
manufacture boots and shoes. This is the foun­ 
dation or enterprise. ’The employer of labor is 
a benefactor. H ie great majority of maukind do 
not originate employments for themselves. They 
either have not the disposition, or the ability to 
so originate and direct their own employment. 
Whatever may be the fault, it is true that the 
majority of m ankind are employed by the mi­ 
nority. Capital directed by intelligent enter­ 
prise is a vast benefactor to man. 
CAPITAL A BENEFACTOR. 
“ The man who through others makes to 
grow two blades of grass, where but one grew 
before, is a benefactor to mankind in the largest 
sense: but suppose that eacli of the one hundred 
workmen employed produce in excess of his 
wages the value of one dollar a day. 
One 
dollar 
a 
day for 
eaelt aggregated gives 
one hundred dollars per day to the employer. 
The profit to the employer then is one hundred 
dollars per day. In the aggregate the one hun­ 
dred mcti employed, by associating then- effort 
and their credit, aud possibly their Capital, 
could command a sufficiency of that re­ 
serve force which we call capital to build 
the 
shop 
and 
purchase 
the 
material 
with 
which 
to start 
business. 
If 
they 
do not possess the capital iu the aggre­ 
gate. 1 am fully persuaded that one hundred ill 
dustrious, sober, skillful mechanics, agreeing 10 
combine their labor, industry and intelligence, 
would possess sufficient credit to command the 
capital necessary to lay the foundation of en­ 
terprise. As lietweeu this outline of co-opera 
lion and the old system of permitting labor to 
be hired and directed by one who iu the prose­ 
cution of beneficial enterprise originates em­ 
ployment for these one hundred men. there 
is a difference in favor of co-operation of one 
hundred dollars a day, that amount being 
the premium which the one hundred men used 
in this lllustrati )n would pay to some one else 
8ar originating their cmplovmeut and directing 
their skill. 
LABOR CREATES ITS WAGES AND THE PREMIUM 
CAPITAL RECEIVES UPON IT. 
“ It should be borne in mind that the labor 
employed not only creates its own wages, but 
creates the premium which the enterprising 
proprietor receives for originating the employ­ 
ment. Viewed from this standpoint there is a 
sense in which the labor so co-operating is hir­ 
ing an employer—that is.it is paying a pre­ 
mium to enterprise to originate aud direct its 
employment. 
Capital 
is 
paramount 
and 
labor subordinate only because labor con­ 
sents to that form of organization iu our 
industries which produces that result. The 
value of co-operative effort has had many 
practical illustrations, some of which have 
come under my observation. 
In the early 
history of mining in California some of the larg­ 
est and most profitable mining enterprises were 
projected and carried ou by association alone. 
A large number of men possessed of productiva 
capacity, but without capital, combined into co­ 
operative relation an energy and ability equal 
to the accomplishment of the work In hand. 
The work to be done required so many days of 
labor. By their association they contributed to 
a Common fund, as it were, a laboring capacity 
equal to the work to be accomplished 
If these 
enterprises had been projected by a single capi­ 
talist, the first step would have been to engage 
an amount of labor necessary to the accomplish­ 
ment of the work—that is, to purchase the labor. 
Instead, thorcf.jre, of selling the labor to a single 
far-sighted and enterprising employer, these 
men contributed by subscription the amount of 
labor required tobo performed. The work ac­ 
complished in this w ay gave all the result at­ 
tained to the lalair expended upon it. 


UNITED LABOR FqUAI. to any effo r t o f cap­ 


ita l. 
" Cndeitakings of great magnitude are more 
profitable than the more inconsiderable enter­ 
prises, because the greater undertakings require 
greater aggregations of capital, and the posses­ 
sion of large capital is enjoyed by but few. 
* There 
U no undertaking opea la 
capital, 


however greet the amount involved, that 
is not accessible to a certain amount of labor 
voluntarily associated aud intelligently direct* 
ing its own effort. When an individual employs 
one hundred or one thousand men in the man- 
ufaetnre of wares, in tlie construction of build­ 
ings, or in the prosecuiiou 01 any kind of enter­ 
prise, lie has in fact formed un association of 
Laiwir. Tlie efforts of the men employed are as­ 
sociated iu the accomplishment of any desired 
result, and it is out of. the result of such effort 
that all the wages and all the premium to the 
employer are to be produced. The employers 
of labor are the greatest benefactors to m au­ 
kind. They promote industry; they foster a 
spirit of enterprise : they conceive all the great 
plans to which the possibilities of civilization 
invite them ; and the association of laboring 
men into co-operative relation, which in a large 
measure can take the place of the employer 
class, must therefore of necessity l>e ennobling. 
ITS PROFITABLENESS THE ONLY GUARANTY OF 
EMPLOYMENT. 
“ There is a mischievous belief among labor­ 
ing people that enterprises with large backing 
of capital offer a better guaranty of employ­ 
ment. This is not true. The ouly guaranty of 
employment is its profitableness. 
Capitul can­ 
not afford continued employment to labor at a 
loss. Unless the product of the labor yields a 
sufficient return out of winch wages may be 
paid, and the enterprise and skill of the em­ 
ployer properly rewarded, and the nse of the 
capital 
also 
rewarded, 
the 
enterprise 
will of necessity be abandoned. In short, eo- 
operative associations for the prosecntiou of 
any undertaking stand in exactly the same re­ 
lation—possess precisely the same chances of 
success, if the effort is as intelligently directed, 
at do tho -ame kimi of enterprises projected by 
individuals, and sustained by capital. As be­ 
tween the two great plans, the co-operation of 
labor, or the employment of labor by itself, and 
the hiring of labor for wages, or employment 
of labor by enterprise, intelligence and capital, 
the latter has no advantage over the former In 
tlie way of a guaranty as agaln-t loss. The 
prodnet of labor alone insures its employment, 
because employment of labor cann l continue 
beyond tlie point at which is is Kofltable. 
Labor produces a ll its w ai.es and t h e m a r­ 


g in OF PROFIT, TOO. 
"In the aggregate, labor produces all the money 
paid back to it in wages, and all the margin of 
profit which inures to the employer. 
It is pre­ 
eminently right aud just that the employers of 
labor and capital employed iu producing 
activity should be rewarded. 
Labor owes a 
continuing debt of gratitude to the enterprise 
and intelligence of the employer class. Tho 
thought, attention, intelligence and -kill neces­ 
sary to originate profitable lnlmr is in fact a 
separate department of human activity. In 
past times, when lubor was less intelligent than 
now. when the opportunities for education 
among workingmen were more restricted and 
limited than at present, an intelligent employer 
class originating and directing labor ivas-in­ 
dispensable. 
What I believe is. that ihe time 
lias come when the laboring liven can perioral 
for themselves the office of becoming their own 
employers; llmt toe employer class is less indis- 
pensible in ihe modern organization of industries 
because the laboring men themselves possess 
sufficient intelligence to organize into co-opera­ 
tive relation and enjoy the entire benefits of 
tlielr own labor. 


WHOEVER IS COMPETENT TO EMPLOY HIMSF.Lt 
RENDERS A SERVICE TO CAPITAL. 
“ Whenever labor is 
sufficiently intelli­ 
gent to do this, it should not wait patiently 
for its own 
employment by capital 
and 
enterprise, because whoever is competent to 
furnish himself employment, and thereby re­ 
ceive the full result of his own effort and hires 
out his time, is thereby rendering a voluntary 
servitude to capital: and every tuna possessed 
of industrial capacity is In possession of capital" 
for it is out of that industrial capacity that capi­ 
tal i» sustained iu activity. Sufficient product­ 
ive capacity may be associated for the prosecu­ 
tion of almost any enterprise, however great its 
magnitude, because, as we have already seen, 
the employment of labor by capital is in asease 
ft form of associating labor in tlie prosecution 
of undertakings, the difference being that vol­ 
untary association of labor into co-operative 
relation sentres to itself both the wages and the 
premium which, under the other form of indus­ 
trial organlraHon, would Iki paid to the enter­ 
prise directing it and to the capital giving it 
employment. Capital appears to have an as­ 
cendancy over labor, and so long as oar indus­ 
tries are organized upon the divisions of em­ 
ployer and employe, so long will capital retain 
that relation, but associated labor would at 
once became Its own master. 


THE DISTRIBUTION OF WEALTH FOLLOW.. TI1E 
LAW OF ITS CREATION. 
“The political economists andthecommunisLs 
have much to say concerning the distribution of 
wealth. They are constantly d d a rin g that 
while our country presen s the spectacle of a 
government wherein there is an equal distribu­ 
tion of j >ol it leal power, there is a great disparity 
of condition with reference to the possession of 
w ealth . Many write»» upon the science of polit­ 
ical economy have declared th atit is the duty of 
a nation first to encourage the creation of 
wealth; and second, to direct and control its 
distribution. 
All such theories are delusive. 
The production of wealth is the result of agree­ 
ment between labor and capital, between em­ 
ployer aud employed. Its distribution, there­ 
fore, will follow the law of its creation, or groat 
Injustice will be done. The individual who 
comes to you claiming that because you have 
more than himself you should divide a part of it 
with him, is claiming a percentage iu your 
manhood, a share iu vrur productive capacity, 
lie is denying to you the right to produce, either 
with your own labor, as you have a right io do, or 
through the employment of the labor of others, 
which you have an equal right todo, more than a 
bare subsistence for yourself. Theonly distribu­ 
tion of wealth which is the product 01 labor, 
which will be honest, will come through a more 
equal distribution of the productive capacity of 
men. an 1 the eo-operative principle leads di- 
rec ly 11 this consummation. 


FOLLY OF LEGISLATIVE ATTEMPTS TO FORCIBLY 
DISTRIBUTE WEALTH. 
“All legislative experiments in the way of 
making forcible distribution of the wealth pro­ 
duced in any country have failed. Their first 
effect has been to destroy wealth, to destroy 
productive industries, to paralyze enterprise, 
and to inflict upon labor the greatest calamities 
It has ever encountered. So long as labor, which 
is sufficiently intelligent to originate its own 
employment, consents to a voluntary servitude 
of paying a premium to those who do origiuate 
IsS employments, so long will the mauy remain 
comparatively poor. As at present organized, 
the industries of the world are under the direc­ 
tion of employers. A man may possess industry 
anil productive capacity ami skill, but he most 
first make an agreement with an employer Ire- 
fore he can make these qualities valuable to 
himself. When the Lord of the Vineyard at tlie 
eleventh hour of the day found the idlers iu the 
market-place, and questioned them concerning 
the reason of their idleness, the reply w as: 
‘ Because no m an h a th hired u s.’ 
T hey w ere 
w aitin g , ju st as a very large ]>ercentage o f th e 
lab o rin g w o rld has w aited, for som e on e else to 
open av en u es of em p lo y m en t. But aggregated 
Into co-operative relatio n , in tellig en t, ed ucated 
labor possesses th e c ap acity for th e accom plish­ 
m en t of an y u n d e rta k in g o r enterprise, and need 
not w ait for an in d iv id u al called a n em p lo y crto 
associate its effort, a n d d irect and control the 
iudiLst-y o u t of w h ich it cam s wages and pays 
p rem iu m to cap ital. 


LABOR SHOULD NOT WAIT TO BF. HIRED, BUT, BY 
COOPERATION, HIRE ITSELF. 
" Under the present organization of our 
industrial 
system, it 
is 
idle to say that 
that the men iu the market-place could have 
found something to do. It is equally idle to 
say that there was a conflict between their 
interest and that of the Lird of the Vineyard 
who gave them employment. He wr.13 in that in­ 
stance their beue"actor. But intelligent labor 
need not wait until some man has hired it. It 
can by co-operation employ itself. There are 
mills and factories aud workshops employing 
large numbers of skilled hands, wherein the 
capital employed L far leas than the aggregate 
of money owned aud controlled hv the opera­ 
tives. an J yet the operatives by their own vol­ 
untary consent are dependent !or employment 
entirely upon the thought, th - intelligence and 
the enterprise o f an employer. It cannot be de­ 
nied that they receive a rate o f wages calcu­ 
lated upnn the l»asis of a productive industry 
which will create the wages paid to them, an d 
also create a profit to the cappa! and cnterprtv: 
etaplqying them. 


NO NATURAL CONFLICT BETWEEN CAPITAL AND 
LABOR. 
“ There 
is 
no conflict between 
capital 
and 
labor 
even iu 
this 
relation. There 
is no conflict between the capital invested 
iu the plant of a manufactory, and the raw ma­ 
terial upon which tlie lalair is expended, on tne 
one side, and the labor itself ou tlie other, be­ 
cause the plant aud the material are themselves 
the product of lalior. The real conflict, if any 
exists, is between two Industrial systems. Labor 
desires that the premium paid for its employ­ 
ment shall be small. If it could succeed in 
eliminating that premium altogether, it will 
leave no encouragement to the employer class, 
and.as wo have already seen, under the present 
system the employer class is not only indis­ 
pensable, but is a great benefactor. If, however, 
there were no profit whatever to the employer 
elass, then practical eo-opcratiuu would be real­ 
ized. 


REDUCTION’ OK THE EMPLOYER’S PROFIT BKINt.> 
CO-OPERATION NEARKP.. 
“ When, therefore, men ask for higher wages, 
and domaud that the margin of profit to the 
employer shall lie less, they are really demand­ 
ing a nearer approach to the realization of co­ 
operation. Tlie country blacksmith who em­ 
ploys no journeyman is never conscious of any 
conflict between the capital invested in his an 
vil, hammer aud bellows, anil the lalair he per­ 
forms with them, because, in fact, there is none. 
If he takes iu a partner, and the two join their 
lalior into co-operative relation, there is still no 
¡■oint at which a conflict may avise between the 
money invested in the tools and the labor w hich 
is performed with them: and if, further in pur­ 
suance of the principal of co-operation, he 
takes in live or six partners, there is still com­ 
plete absence of all conflict between labor and 
capital 
But if lie. being a single proprietor- 
employs three or four journeymen, and out of 
the product of their labor pays them wages, and, 
as a reward for giving them employment and 
directing their labor, retains to himscll tne pre­ 
mium. which they, in fact, alsy create and 
which justly belongs to him, the line of 
difference between the wages and tho premium 
may become a disputed one; but it should be 
clearly perceived that the dispute Ls not he 
tween capital aud labor, but between the partial 
and actual realization of co-operation. The part­ 
nership relation was an actaal realization of co­ 
operation; the employed relation is a partial re­ 
alization of co-operative effort. As intelligence 
has 
increased 
and 
been 
more 
widely 
diffused 
among 
men, 
greater 
discon­ 
tent 
has 
been 
observable, 
and 
men 
say the conflict between capital and lnlmr is 
intensifying, when the real truth is, that by the 
Increase ol intelligence men ure becoming 
mure nearly capable of co-operation. In a still 
liighei state of intelligence this premium will 
be eliminated altogether, because lalair can and 
will become its own employer through co-op­ 
erative association. 
BENEFITS OF CO-OPER VTION TO CHARACTER. 
“ In addition to the many advantages which 
co-operation 
confers 
upon 
the 
material 
prosperity of 
the 
lalxjring 
classes, there 
are great and significant benefits to ensue 
to the charactero! men. 
The employe is re­ 
garded by the employer merely iu the light of 
his value as an operative. His productive ca­ 
pacity alone is taken into account. His charac­ 
ter for liouesty, truthftilness, good moral habits, 
are disregarded unless they interfere with the 
extent and quality of his services. But when 
men are about to enter partnership in the way 
of co-operation, the whole range of character 
comes under careful scrutiny. Kueli individual 
member of a co-operative society being the em­ 
ployer of his own labor, works with that inter­ 
est which is inseparable from the new position 
he enjoys. 
Each has an interest in tha 
other; eaeh is interested in the other's health, 
iu his sobriety, iu his intelligence, in his gen­ 
eral competency, and each is a guard upon 
the other's conduct. There would ho no idling 
in a co-operative workshop. Eaeh workman 
being an employer, lias a spur to his own in­ 
dustry, and also has a pecuniary reason lor 
being 
watchful 
of the 
industry 
of 
his 
fellow workmen. The character of men invari­ 
ably arises with the assumption of higher re­ 
sponsibilities, aud with the accession of sicu to 
the higher plane of becoming their own em­ 
ployers, there is to be a corresponding accession 
of more ambitious and interested activity and 
higher character. The bill I have introduced 
iu the Senate of the United Slates, if it should 
become a law, in addition to the opportunity it 
would afford for the formation of co-operative 
societies, would do much to attract attention to 
the value of- the eo-operative principle upon 
which our industrial systems should be founded. 
It will be a governmental .attestation of the 
value of the co-operative principle, which al vile 
can eliminate what has been called the cou!li:t 
between capital and labor." 
CO-OPERATION RAISES 
THE 
RATE OF WAGES 
ALONG THE WHOLE LINE. 
“ There are still higher considerations con­ 
necting themselves with this great subject,” said 
the senator thoughtfully, “ take, for instance, 
the influence of co-operation upon the rate of 
wages to the employed class. Iu a co-operative 
association conducting a business, and dividing 
the entire proceeds of ilie business, tbe divi­ 
dends *o created would exceed tho ordinary 
rate of wages. The best mechanics and the best 
laborers would, therefore, seek to acquire a po­ 
sition in a co-operative association. 
The re­ 
nard 
ot 
labor 
being 
greater 
by 
co­ 
operation. 
the employer would 
have 
to 
offer additional inducement to labor to re 
main 
in 
its 
employ, 
because 
the 
su­ 
perior 
attractiveness 
ol 
the 
co-operative 
plan would incite them to form societies of this 
character, aud employ their own labor. 
It 
would, therefore, have a direct tendency to 
raise the rate of wages fir all labor—or, in other 
words, to narrow the margin between the 
amount paid for labor and its gross product. 
Its effects expand in various directions by con­ 
templation. There would be a greater con­ 
sumption oflnbor. because of the greater pros­ 
perity of men in co-operative relation. All men 
labor to gratify their wants. All civilization 
means simply multiplicity of want, and the 
want» of men are limited only by their intel­ 
lectual capacity to perceive them. As the mind 
grows and expands it perceives new and varied 
wants. You cannot have failed to notice that 
in tbe proportion as men are able to gratify tho 
higher tastes their dwellings begin to show the 
improvement in their condition. 


AS CO-OPERATION RAISES WAGES, it WILL MULTI­ 
PLY WANTS AND RESPOND TO THEM. 
“ They have better earpets, musical in' 
strumeuts, pictures 
ami 
books: 
comforts 
und 
even 
elegances 
appear 
with 
the 
ability 
of men 
to 
purchase 
them. 
All 
these things are the result of labor. If there 
are more men able to own and enjoy them, 
there is a greater demand for labor in tlielr pro­ 
duction. So the dctnaud for labor increases 
con inually with the growth of civilized con­ 
ceptions. Every improvement in the method 
of production brings some article of comfort or 
elegance within the reach of a larger number 
of people, anil makes a greater demand for labor 
in its production, anil at this point the interde­ 
pendence oí all men comes into view. A man 
may own a piece of land, but he is dependent 
upon the labor of others for the instrumea's 
with which to till it. The owner of a piece of 
land who has nothing buthis bauds with which 
to cultivate the soil is powerless to make it pro­ 
ductive. Take the most primitive agricultural 
implement, a spade. When his hands are sup­ 
plemented, and aided by a s;>ade. he may stir 
the ground aud plant something. This he could 
not do were his hands not supplemented with 
tools, and these tools, you will observe, are the 
product of the labor of others. A spade is a 
very simple garden implement, but its history 
would be the history of civilization—a history 
of all the progress that has been made iu the 
mechanical arts. From the mining of the ore 
through its smelting, its conversion into steel. 
Its manufacture 
into 
the 
form 
of 
an 
agricultural 
implement, there 
are 
many 
processes, and these processes repres.-nt the 
advancement of thought and skill in the me­ 
chanical world. 


WE ABE POWERLESS WITHOUT 
THE 
AID OF 
OTHERS. 
“ But the man I have supposed to own 
the ia n i is powerless without 
the 
a s s is t­ 
ance of others. He cannot niak 
a movement 
in the way of tilling his land without setting 
some tote else to work t > manufacture imple­ 
ments with which tha; tillage shall be done. 
In every branch of hum'uu thought, every other 
department of activity and industry is called 
into requisition. The musician who compos- -s 
, music must exprés., it upon a musical inslru- 
j meut—a piano or violin—aud the instrument is 
I the revolt ol met han .o-.i. l s ’.U , As that sk;U 


advances, new expressions bec-nme possible, 
ami hence the science of music is constantly 
promoted by reason ol Ihe improvement iu tho 
mechanical construction of musical instruí 
mi nts. The astronomer must use mathematical 
instruments. The observatory of the astreeo- 
n.-V is called into requisition, and with it all 
tbe mechanical arts made use of in its con­ 
struction. from the louse of the telescope to the 
stone in the foundation of the building. Taken 
as a whole, society if a grand co-operative asso­ 
ciation. As a whole, it is a un -I, und this unit 
is divided into departments or branches of me­ 
chanical activity and scientific inquiry, and 
there an- mutually dependent nis.si each other. 
The demand lor the product of labor is unlim­ 
ited. 
Hiere can be no such tiling us over-pro­ 
duction so long as there remains a ringle human 
being with wants to supply. I gay the demand 
fur lubor is unlimited, because the capiacityof 
the human mind to conceive new wants is un­ 
limited. \\ itli every advancement in eiviliza- 
•ou there is a corresponding enlargement of 
the range of wants. 


NO 
OVER-PRODUCTION 
FEARED 
IV HI LR MIN'S 
WANTS INCREASE. 
E\ery pear introduces 
somethiug: into 
the wants oí man which requires activity 
in a new field of lab.r tt, supply. 
The 
earth, the source from which all want* are 
supplied, is an inexhaustible mine. We have, 
then, the unlimited advancement and exten­ 
sion and multiplicity of human wains, and we 
have an unlimited source from which those 
wants may be supplied. The condition of labor 
rises with the advancement of civilization, be­ 
cause with the multiplicity of nauta the de­ 
mand for labor increases, and wunts advance in 
proportion as they may be supplied. The huirían 
mind censes to demand tilings that are impossi­ 
ble of gratrtieation. But, with the possibility of 
supplying wants, tlu-y come into existence, 
and with them new fields ot activity for human 
labor are opened. I; is for this reason that 
lalior-aiding machinery i> a continued blessing 
to lalior. In fact, the- difference between tne 
civilized and uncivilized man is a difference of 
tbe extent to which the hand of man has been 
supplemented by tools and implements. The 
Indian on the plains of Nevada, with his un­ 
aided hand, presents no evidence ot civilized 
capacity or productive power. With him the 
primitive problem of sustaining existence lias 
not been solved. 
His hand is not sup­ 
plemented by tools 
and implements, and 
his unaided hand finds constant employment 
in obtaining the mere necessities of physical 
existence. It is therefore impossible fur him to en­ 
ter any higher realm. 
MACHINERY THE POINT OF DEPARTI RE 
FROM 
BARBARISM. 
"T he use of tools aud implements which 
eventually expand and broaden and multi­ 
ply 
into 
the 
most 
complex 
labor-aid­ 
ing machinery, is the point of departure be­ 
tween burbarism aud civilization. 
As soou as 
uncivilized mitn perceives the value of au ax 
with which to cut down the trees of the forests, 
he finds eventually the value of a saw. Ee 
learns to propel this saw with steam or water 
power, and thus his hand is aided. He can 
now do something more than sustain mere 
physical existence, 
some of tbe intellectual 
wants of his nature may now ln‘ supplied, and 
with the intellectual activity necessary to the 
manufacture of an ax or a saw or a spade, he 
has acquired more intellectual force and power, 
and this is inseparable from the acquirement of 
diversified wants. 
His capacity to perceive 
new wants has been enlarged, and as soon ns a 
want is peiceived or felt, effort will be made to 
supply it. The uncivilized man, like the In­ 
dian of the plains, has never felt higher wants. 
When his physical wants are gratified, he falls 
into a condition of sloth and indolence, if in­ 
deed he has time for indolence, for in a bar- 
bariarseoiiditlon, with the hands unaided by 
implements, it requires constant effort, dili­ 
gence and industry to obtain the means of sup­ 
porting mere physical existence. It therefore 
follows that every discovery iu ecoaomic 
scienee which makes the production of things 
useful to man cheaper, and every new want 
that is/elt by man in his progress toward higher 
civilisation, enlarges the field of latsir. 
WHA? UO-OI'EBATION WILL DO. 
“Co-operation will add new energy to civilized 
life, because it will increase the prosperity of 
laboring men. and enlarge iu every resjieet the 
scope of their lives. The capacity to perceive a 
diversity ol wants, tbe power of tire mind lo feel 
and acquire new wants, being unlimited, and 
these things, necessary to their gratification, 
being produced alone by lalior, tlie demand for 
lalior is limitless, and that demand will increase 
in the proportion as men have capacity to per- 
ceiveagreaterdiversity of want. 
The untaught 
barbarian, notwithstanding the effort required of 
him to maintain physical existence, consumes 
but little labor. Civilized man is a vast consumer 
of I abo:'. Every article of furniture in li is house, 
the house itself, the garden, the grounds, the 
books, the papers and the musical instruments, 
ail are tbe remit of labor, and eaeh civilized man 
is therefore consuming in his lifetime the result 
of a labor equal to the productive capacity of 
mauy hundreds ot menlwhose hands are un­ 
aided by labor-aiding machinery. 
“The introduction of the co-operative principle 
into the industrial systems of our country means 
a general advance in the conditions of all 
classes. It means the awakening of the minds 
of a greater number of people to the complex 
wants of civilization, and w ill bring within the 
roach of all increased means of their gratifica­ 
tion.” 
THE INCREASE OF POVERTY. 
At this point the reporter directed the Sena­ 
tor's attention to the theory advanced by cor 
tain writers on the science of political economy 
eom-erning the increase of poverty witli the ad­ 
vancement of civilization. The questioa was 
propounded in the following general form : 
" It has been contended, senator, that the 
multiplicity of civilized wants places a strain 
upon certain classes among civilized men who 
have not sufficient intellectual capacity to keep 
pace with the civilization which surrounds 
them, and that they are therefore relegated to a 
condition ol poverty which gives great empha­ 
sis lo the disparity of condition between the 
rich and the poor, that ¡11 short, civilization pre­ 
sents the strong lights und shadows of great lux­ 
ury and abject poverty.” 
To this the senator replies substantially as fol­ 
lows : 
" That conclusion grows out of our lack of o)>- 
servation of the same phenomena among unciv­ 
ilized men. In a state of barbarian there is an 
utter absence of all unselfish helpfulness. The 
strong prey upon the weak. There is a greater 
disparity of condition between the hunter wh» 
is able to pursue the chose, and the indigent, 
aged and Infirm, than between the rich and the 
l*>or in civilized life, and for reaxjils which have 
already been alluded to; that is we have found 
that the poiut of departure, the very liue of sep­ 
aration which leaves barbarism on one side and 
introduces civilization on the other, Ls at that 
point where the hand of man is supplemented 
by labor-aiding machinery, tools and iurale- 
mcnts. We have found that 
WITH THE INTRODUCTION. OE LABOR-AIDING MA­ 
CHINERY LIKE IS ENLARGED, 
Its possibilities widened And expanded. The 
primitive problem 
of maintaining physical 
existence being solved, the intellectual and 
spiritual wants of man may be ministered unto. 
When man, through the assistance of labor- 
aiding machinery, may be able to produce iu 
his life-time an amount sufficient to maintain 
the physical existence of a hundred men, theu 
he has a margin of capacity 10 supply his intel­ 
lectual. esthetic and spiritual w ant\in excessof 
the demaud made upon him to maintain his 
physical existence equal to that which would 
maintain the physical existence of ninety-nine 
men. Out of this surplus he is at liberty to con- 
c . tve new wants, because tbe means to gratify 
them are u ithin liis reach. 
Now, among thg 
natural wants of man is the desire to s-ee those 
around him happy. Iu a stale of barbarism ihe 
demand made upon the energy of one whose 
hand is not supplemented by implements is 
such as to confine him to the solution of the 
problem of his own existence. 
He has so sur­ 
plus capacity which he muy generously d/vo’- 
to the assistance of o th cs 
His own existence 
is at all times precarious.. He docs nat add to 
the productive cupucity of tlie toil kv tillage. 
I He subsists, for example, upon roots aud berries 
j which are allowed 10 grow, and bis method of 
treating this natural food Is such as to reduce its 
production year by year. For meat he subsi.-ts 
upon the animals of the forest, chiefly animals 
of the cervine species,and it Isa fact of uni 
versal observation that tbe barbarian slays the 
game at such time as to redare their number.> 
lurbatism , then, adopts und pursues methods;.!' 
I subsistence which coustaa.ly d.tninish th.eca,- 
’ parity of tha earth to w,ü,iyú\ hum an life. 


CtllJ.lZhll METHODS CONSTANTLY INCREASE THE 
CAPACITY OF THE EARTH 
To produce things necessary to man. Improved 
methods 04 cultivation may render a single acre 
capable of producing an amount of hitman food 
equal to that produced by twenty acres io tlie 
past. 
The Malthusian theory of population, 
witli which cveiy student ot political economy 
is familiar, iifcdieted a liiujtaliou upon tlu 
numbers of the roce by assuming a ratio of in­ 
crease I (-tween the food procfoei and the in- 
eJcaseqf |>opulatfon. It Contended that popu­ 
lation increased in a gcofa. tric»! ratio, while 
the iood product in creased o n ly ir. au arillimet- 
“eal ratio, and that therefore the capacity of the 
eanh to jiroduce food would not keep pace with 
the increase ot population. The theory of pop­ 
ulation advanced by M diluís tailed, because be 
did not make allowance for the great progress 
which has been made in inventions, uoefeirthe 
improved methods of eifltivation which civil- 
Ztttion has Introduced. The real truth Is that

is much greater in proportloii to their numi-crs 
thundering the time of Malthas.. Take an ex­ 
ample which is very near al home. Thearvi- 
eultnral population of California does not ex­ 
ceed one lmnared thousand pdople.

Hen* then in 
Ualiforflia twenty thousand pgople. by the as 
sistane* of labor-aiding inachitiery, are produc 
mg in a single year bread sufficient to faed ten 
millions O f people a whide year. 1:1»ht under 
our ou t ob*etvatiou,Sfa.U(. 
men produce 
in a siugle year bread enough to feed five hun­ 
dred times their own number. In a state of 
barbarism, or even in the more primitive stages 
of civilization, this rem it would have been im­ 
possible. Intact, iu a state of barbarism, the 
individual w ith his hare hands and possibly a 
fotv rude Implements Of agriculture and hunting 
equipments, is barely able to «report himself 
and minister to his own physical wants. Con­ 
ditions iu a state of barbarism may appear to be 
more nearly equalized to a superficial observa­ 
tion, because all are 011 the dead level of abject 
poverty, below tho line of which there is sub­ 
mergence or actual starvation. I iiuve already 
said that 
THE W ANTS o r MEN ARE LIMITED ONLY BY THEIR 
INTEL!.K(TUAI CAPACITY To PERCEIVE THEM. 
Let me add to that a most obvious fact: with 
tho capacity to perceive wants, tlie power to 
find dine means of their grafificul ion is also very 
greatly increased, in low conditions of civiliza­ 
tion the wants are few and tho productive ra­ 
pacity correspondingly low. In a high civiliza­ 
tion wants arc multiplied, aud become more 
complex, and the capacity of man to supply 
them is augmented even in a much greater ratio 
thun the capacity to perceive them. In stsgcs 
of civilized development At llerc the wants, ure 
very few, aud tlie habits of life very simple, the 
use of lator-aidlng machinery Ls also very 
limited: but with the expansion of the mind 
underciriliziug influence, the inventivo genius 
rises, and while new wants have birth in the 
mind, .--tiii greater capacities for producing the 
things required to gratify these wants are also 
engendered. 
WH VT POVERTY SUGGESTS. 
When you meet with a man who is ¡>oorIy 
clad, poorly fed. liviug in a state of poverty, 
you are always beset w ith tbe painful reflection 
that the unused portions of the earth would 
oiler a broad field for the application of that 
man's productive capacity which would yield 
him and his family an abundance. Wneu you 
see a man without employment, and reflect that 
but a small area of tlie earth from which all the 
wantsofm an are supplied, Is under cultivation, 
and Uwrefore but a very smull proportion of the 
earth yielding its abundance to supply tlie 
wantaof men, the contemplation is necessarily 
saddening. The fault is with the organization 
of our industrial systems. 
Tlie individual so 
circumstanced belong to the class of people who 
wait the action of an employer, instead of 
originating employments for themselves. Now, 
the employer class originates employments only 
for tbe gratification of its o n j wants. Tho 
hirerof labor uses other men iu the employed 
relation ouly to the extent that his own wants 
demand. 
CO-OPERATION WILL DIMINISH THE SURPLUS U! VSS. 
"Those, therefore, who having productive 
capacity, remain in poverty, belong to the class 
who constitute the surplus over and above the 
numbers required to satisfy by the product or 
their labor the wants of the employer elass. 
The numliers belonging to this surplus elass 
would be constantly diminished, and would 
eventually disappear under the operation of the 
cooperative principle. In tho first place co­ 
operation would so improve the condition of 
the W orking men engaged in it that their own 
wants would be multiplied, and a greater de­ 
mand for labor would ensue; and in the second 
place, too much importance cannot lie attached 
to ti e fact that no man can do anything unless 
he has first received a preparatory education. 
This is just os indispensable in an employer of 
labor as it is in any other department of human 
activity. 
The number of employers of men 
will necessarily be limited to the number who 
havtr the capacity to accomplish profitable re- 
snlts through others. 


CO-OPERATION WOULD RE A PREPARATORY SCHOOL 
Qualifying men, not only to direct their own 
energies, but 10 direct tlie lubor and skill of o! ti­ 
er . Lotus illustrate this plainly and simply. 
Sup;"use that to-day for every one hundred men 
engaged in manual labor there is but one em­ 
ployer who is originating employment for the 
other ninety nine. This one individual, it may 
safely be presumed, is the only one among the 
0:10 hundred who is qualified to successfully 
direct to a profitable issue the productive capac­ 
ity the skill and the industry of the others. 
Now, suppose that twenty out of these one hun­ 
dred form a co-operative association, aud 
thereby become the employers of their own la­ 
bor. Each begins by first directing his own. 
Having mastered this problem, each is now 
prepared to take the next step, and to become 
the employer of others. 


EMPLOYERS EDUCATED BY CO-OPERATION. 
“ Here, then, a eo-operative association be­ 
comes a school iu which employers arc edu­ 
cated, and eventually, instead of one man iu 
one hundred having the requisite capacity to 
direct the employment of others, you have 
twenty-one— because the eo-operative associa­ 
tion has qualified twenty new men for the high 
and beneficial oflice of originating employ­ 
ments and directing successfully the productive 
energy of their fellow-mon. With the increase 
in the number of those qualified to profitably 
direct the employments of their fellows, there 
is to be a corresponding increase in the numbers 
demanded by the proprietor.or the employer 
classes, and with the increase of the number of 
employers there is recessariiy a corresponding 
intensity oi eam)>etitioii between them in the 
field of originating employment. This eonqiet- 
Itive rclatior alone woul I raise the reward of 
labor. Inervase the number of those who have 
sufficient capacity to originate employment and 
derive a.profit out of directing tlie energies and 
industries of their fellow men, and you neces­ 
sarily 'aerease the desunid for employes. Thus 
co-operaiion will Incsease the number of those 
qualified to originare employments, aud thus, 
import into the industrial system a comi<etition 
among the employer class, a conditiou highly 
favorable to the employed. '

SENATOR 
STANFORD ON CO-OPERA­ 
TION AND ITS BENEFITS. 


The R e c o r d - I ' m 
o n prints this morning 
an interview with Senator Leland Stan­ 
ford ujion co-o|>eration, to which the care­ 
ful and studious attention of every reader 
is invited. 
It will be found to be at once 
a series of jtoli tiro-economic propositions, 
anil a scries of demonstrations of the truth 
regarding the relations of capital and la­ 
bor. 
If this plain and forcible exposition 
of the benefits and |>ossibilities of eo-oper- 
ation could lie soberly read and consid­ 
ered by every wage-winner, it would carry 
conviction and result in the beginning of a 
beneficent revolution in the lalo r system 
of the whole land. 
The strong disposition to give in this 
place something of the history of co-oper­ 
ation and of experiments in profit-sharing, 
and to fortify Senator Stanford’s clear 
statements by citations of actual experi­ 
ments, aud enlarge upon the lines of the 
thought of the interview, must be repressed 
for the present. 
But it is projier to say at this time that 
there is no proposition advanced in the 
interview that is not fortified invincibly by 
the best thought and cx]>erienee of the 
age, and by experiments in both 
this 
country and the old world. So far as co­ 
operation in one phase is concerned—that 
known as profit-sharing—there is in this 
city iu practical operation in a large indus­ 
trial establishment, a system exemplifying 
and giving emphasis to the remark of Gov­ 
ernor Stanford, that the jersonal interest 
of the worker in the product of his labor 
conserves economy, quickens industry and 
dignities personal character. 
The Nelson manufacturing concern, in 
St. Louis; The W annemaker (Philadel­ 
ph ia) mercantile establishment; theW ein- 
stock 
Lubin mercantile house, in Sacra­ 
mento ; the Delaine industrial scheme, of 
P aris; the Paris and Orleans Railway 
Company; the Bon Marche (Parisian) 
d ry goods house ; the Delft (Holland) dis­ 
tillery; the famous establishment of M. 
Goodin, at Guise, Prance; the Hazards 
Woolen Mills, of Rhode Island; 
the 
Pillsburg Flouring Mills, of M inneapolis; 
the Page Belting Company, of New llanq-i- 
shire; Allen A: Co., and the Hoffman & 
Billings M anufacturing Company, of W is­ 
consin, are all-profit-sharing concerns. To 
ju st that extent they are co-operative, but 
limitedlv so. 
For, as Governor Stanford 
clearly shows, labor is the creator of its 
own wages and of the profit of the organ­ 
izer and employer of labor. 
When, there­ 
fore, that organizer, to stim ulate labor to 
greater endeavor, shares with it a portion 
of the margin above wages, it co-operates 
w ith it in a degree. 
But if labor, which 
is the author of both wages and margin, 
intelligently unites, it can share with it­ 
self all the margin, and, as the Governor 
adds, there is no undertaking so great that 
intelligently-associated 
labor 
may not 
grapple with it by uniting the labor and 
credit of the workers, and thus command­ 
ing and producing the capital needed. 
Co-operative distribution is becoming 
a broader and better understood question 
everyday. 
As it becomes clearer to the 
intelligence of the workers of the coun­ 
try, all the supposed antagonism between 
capital and labor will disappear. 
As Gov­ 
ernor Stanford points out, this antagonism 
really exists only in ignorance—and, let 
us add, in demagogy. Capital is at once 
the benefactor and the dependent of labor. 
In his speech upon his co-operative bill 
in the Seneate, February ltith, Senator 
Stanford said: 


Iu a large sense civ ilizatio n itself rests am i 
ad v an c e s on th e great prin cip les o f co-opera­ 
tio n . 
T h e in d u stries, th e th o u g h ts, th e p ita ' 
id ea- w hich produce vast a n d beneficial results, 
find th e ir lu ll developm ent in association. * * 
T lie organization ot in d iv id u als for a com m on 
purpose give- th e stren g th , th e cap acity o f th e 
ablest, to all th e association. 
The interview published this morning 
will be tound to he an clalioration of these 
fundamental truths. 
W hile restraining 
the inclination to add argument to argu­ 
m ent upon this attractive theme, and 
well upon some of the ¡toitiLs made, it 
may serve a useful purpose in inviting to 
closer reading of the interview, it the cen­ 
tral thoughts are rapidly recited, which 
are presented with such simplicity and 
masterly ability, and testify so stronglv to 
the conviction of the truth that has fast­ 
ened tqxtn the Senator's mind. 
Senator Stanford starts out with the 
enunciation of the fundamental truth that 
capital is the product of lalior, and is 
stored up force; a fact that our civiliza­ 
tion, which is, as Learned so well put it, 
the evolution of the sentiment of justice 
among men, is emphasizing with every 
step we make towards the solution of the 
so-called laimr problem. 
Dr. Newcomb 
has defined capital as wealth, from the en­ 
joym ent ot which the owners are abstain­ 
ing in order to gain a future profit. 
But 
the definition relates more to capital in re­ 
serve than to its genesis. 
The definition 
adopted by Senator Stanford more ttearlv 
accords with Peiry’s formulation, that cap­ 
ital is products saved for further use in 
production. 
Capital, therefore, is not an 
original elem ent; it finds its counterpart 
in labor, which is an original element in 
production. 
As capital is the efiect of the 
cause lalsir, there can be no real 
an­ 
tagonism between them, declares Senator 
Stanford, and all apparent animosity is de­ 
ceptive. 
k rom this established premise he pro­ 
ceeds to show that invested capital is de; 
pendent upon the product of the labor it 
employs. The value of things depends upon 
their susceptibility of becoming valuable by 
th e addition of labor. W hen the stored up 
f m e employs labor, it be nnies its bene- 
f d o r. 
But it employs it to make profit 
•O 
it, for profit represents the margin Oj' 
lib o r production beyond the wages paid. 
Now, say- the Senator, let labor associate 
th e efforts made (•> produce wages and 
m argin with the credit and such stored up 
force (capital) as it may have, and it can 
command business for itself. 
The difference to labor, it is next ¡Jointed 
ifiut, in co-: ; eration and in employment, is 
to the profit to the employer. T hat 
is, the employer, for his organizing skill 
and labor originating ability, receives from 
labor a premium that represents the profit 
he makes above the cost of organization. 
G v at enterprises are the most profitable, 
a id require greatest capital, and hence 
fewer engage in them. But he holds that 
there is no undertaking so vast that is not 


accessible to labor voluntarily associated 
and intelligently directing its own efforts'. 
W hen this truth is firmly impressed 
ujKin the minds of the masses of men, and 
labor reaches the level of its full meaning, 
there will come aliout a change in indus­ 
trial conditions, contemplated now by but 
few thinkers, and before which all the 
contention and heat born of ignorance of 
the substructural principles of civilization, 
aud aggravated by the littleness of dema­ 
gogues, will vanish. 
Proceeding, the Senator shows that, as 
employment promotes industry and fosters 
enterprise, it is beneficent, and, therefore 
labor in the co-operative relation must be 
ennobling. The only and true guaranty 
of employment is its profitableness, for 
capital does not employ labor at a loss. 
Co-operative union, therefore, prosecuting 
industry, will have the same chances of 
success if intelligently directed, for the 
product of labor alone insures its employ­ 
ment. 
If, then, labor produces that which is 
returned to it as wages, as well as the 
margin of profit retained by the employer 
organizer, it owes a debt of gratitude to 
capital for the skill employed in its be­ 
half, and which skill is a separate depart­ 
ment of human activity. 
W ith the educa­ 
tional advance of the age, the general in­ 
telligence of the day and the freedom of 
labor, why shall it not become its owu 
employer and its own benefactor? 
W hoever, exclaims Senator Stanford, 
employs himself renders a service to eapi 
¡tal, and whoever is his own employer, by 
reason of industrial capacity, is in posses­ 
sion of capital. 
The step from this truth 
to the question of thorough industrial ed­ 
ucation and manual training, in which 
Senator Stanford is now engaged as the 
chief of the eflort of his useful life, is 
short and natural, hut we cannot pause to 
take it now. 
Upon the question of the distribution of 
labor product, Senator Stanford holds that, 
as wealth is the product of agreement lie. 
tween capital, 
employer and labor and 
employed, its distribution, when justice is 
done, must follow the law of its creation. 
I t is not needed th at the further conclu­ 
sion of this syllogism should be given—it is 
self-evident. W hen distribution Is attem pt­ 
ed by one demanding of another to divide 
w ith him the products of his labor, it is an 
assault u|K)n manhood and the right to pro­ 
duce more than enougli for self-sustenance. 
All 
legislative 
attempts 
to distribute 
wealth have failed, because they destroy 
wealth and the productive 
industries. 
Now, savs he, labor has no need to wait 
for others to employ i t ; by co-operation it 
can hire itself. 
Iailjor demands that the premium to the 
employer be small, and thus discourages 
the employer class. 
But if there were 
no profit beyond wages to the employer 
class, co-operation would be practically 
realized. 
The man who hires himself 
feels no conflict between his capital and 
his lalior—nor if lie have a partner, or ten 
of them. 
But if he employs journeymen 
and ¡lays wages, there is a line between 
them that may become a disputed one 
The Senator points out clearly how co­ 
operation, by giving personal interest in 
enterprise, lifts up character as resjtonsi- 
bility increases, which is the incentive to 
industry. 
So, too, co-operation will in­ 
crease wages, because the best workmen 
will go to the co-operative associations. 
Employers will therefore Ik* driven to offer 
higher inducements for the best workers. 
Next, the influence of 
co-operation 
upon the tastes is considered, and its efiect 
in increasing the wants of men and fur­ 
nishing the means for gratifying them. 
As the demand for labor is unlimited, be­ 
cause the capacity of the human mind to 
conceive new wants is also unlimited, he 
does not fear over-production from the as­ 
sociated effort of labor. Some final words 
of the thinker are given to the refining 
effects of such association, its stim ulus to 
industry, its general advancement of the 
working classes, and its multiclibation of 
wants, and of the ability to respond to 
them. 
A division of the interview follows, de­ 
voted to the consideration of the question 
of the causes of poverty and the disparity 
of condition between rich and ¡toor, hut 
we reserve comment upon this portion of 
the interview, these remarks having al­ 
ready exceeded contemplated bounds. 
The paper that this interview thus 
makes up, is one that will command wide­ 
spread attention, and while it may be ex­ 
pected that it will develop some adverse 
criticism, we venture the prophecy that its 
strength will be the more developed by 
assault.

The San Francisco Chronicle of yesterdav 
stated that United States District Attorney 
l'.trev on Tuesday inquired into the facts 
connected with the abrupt departure of 
civil engineer L. F. Bassett and Deputy 
UmtedStatcs Marsha! Riggins from Qnincv, 
I’luntas county, to which place they were 
recently sent by Captain Pavson, of tbe 
United States Engineer Corps, to obtain 
information relative to hydraulic mining. 
The District Attorney “came to the conclu­ 
sion that Bassett took fright too easily, and 
that he ought to have remained until vio­ 
lence was actually offered or threatened in 
terms, and that there was no evidence to 
warrant legal proceedings against anybody 
for intim idation.” 
A R ecokp-Union reporter had a conver­ 
sation with a gentleman who came down 
from Quincy yesterday—a man whose sym­ 
pathies are with the miners, and who 
knows whereof ho spcak3. Referring to 
Mr. Bassett and his companion he said : 
“ They didn't come away any too soon, for 
if they had remained longer they would 
have been hurt. Bassett had been up tb**re 
before inquiring into mining matters and 
though he and his companion claimed on 
this occasion to be in the service of the 
Government they were not generally be­ 
lieved, but were looked upon as spies; 
laing before they got to Quincy word oi 
their coming had been sent by telegraub, 
and men on hqrseback carried the news to 
all the mines in operation that were irf 
danger of being visited. Your paper has 
published

statem ent 
as 
to 
his 
difficulty 
iu 
getting 
lodgings 
and 
food, 
and 
I 
think 
it 
was 
about so. The trouble is, Plumas county 
has few other interests besides those con­ 
nected with mining. 
There are perhaps 
one hundred mines, most of them con­ 
ducted by practical miners who have put 
their last ceut into the machinery and im ­ 
provements—sorue of them are still in 
debt; they have their families to provide 
for, are getting along in years, have no 
other means of support, and it is just a 
question of getting something out ot their 
mines or starving, and it isn't in human 
nature to starve without a fight. And they 
will fiebt, too. standing by one another; 
and I think if any arrests are made up 
there for mining, arrangements had better 
be made to try the cases in Plumas county, 
for the miners will not let their friends he 
taken out of the county if they can help it.

T o m b s t o n e . May -1th.—Ten miles from 
this city a lake of water covering an acre 
of ground was completely dri^i up in 
twenty minutes by yesterday's earthquake. 
The embankm ents along the New Mexico 
and Arizona Railway were moved from 
their former positions, in many instances 
as much as twelve inches. All over the 
Territory, as far as heard from, the shock 
was equally* as severe as here. The people 
are in great dread of its repetition. Stock 
on the ranges were stampeded, and ran in 
every direction in an infuriated manner, 
seeming to realize the magnitude of the 
danger. 
A VOLCANO TURNED LOOSE. 


T u c s o n , May 4th.—[Special,]—It is be­ 
lieved here that a volcano is in active ope­ 
ration in the San Jose Mountains, or at 
the border of Sonora. Mex., about seventy- 
five miles southwest of here. 
Yesterday 
afternoon black, curling smoke was plainly 
visible. All last night the fires were inter­ 
m ittent, bursting into a bright light and 
ihen apparently dying down, only to burst 
out again. The true state of affairs is not 
known here yet. 
Front a private telegram from Fort H ua- 
cliuca this morning it was learned that 
General Forsyth, commanding that post, 
would be the head of an investigating ex­ 
pedition. 
Advices from Pantano, Fatal Wreck, 
Crittenden, Globe and elsewhere, show 
the earthquake to have 
been 
general 
throughout southern Arizona. In Tucson, 
while no serions damage was done, there is 
no part of the city but what its effects are 
traceable. It will be some tinte before the 
full effect of the earthquake in the Santa 
Cutalinascan be learned, as the range is 
one of the most rugged and difficult of ac­ 
cess in the Territory. 


MORE 
FIERY 
ERUPTIONS 
SAID

B e n s o n , May 4th.—The volcanic erup­ 
tion in the W hetstone Mountains is pro­ 
nounced as genuine. Parties in on a train 
last night report that fire was seen coming 
forth front the m ountain, and lava and 
smoke can be seen from the streets of 
Benson, a distance of neariy twenty miles. 
No one has yet personally inspected the 
marvelous discovery, but parties are ar­ 
ranging to go there in private conveyances, 
when particulars will be learned. At first 
it was thought to be woods on tire, but the 
constancy of the burning and the appear­ 
ance at night indicates that it is a volcano 
caused by the earthquake yesterday. 
Another volcano was said to be in exist­ 
ence in the Catalina mountains, but that 
rum or has not yet been verified. Still many 
think it probable. 
Smoke is now pouring 
forth from the Whetstones, and curiosity 
seems to be greater than at first. 
The shock from the earthquake has 
caused several tuore inches of water to ap­ 
pear in San Pedro river. 
The school-house at St. David's, eight 
miles from here, has been torn to pieces. 
One hundred children yesterday rushed 
lroin the house in tim e to save their lives. 


A TH IRD VOLCANO REPORTED. 
Authentic news at this mom ent comes 
from Willeox that another volcano has 
made its appearance iu the W inchester 
mountains, about 45 miles from here. Our 
people are greatly excited at these phe­ 
nomena. 
SIX SHOCKS YESTERDAY. 


B e n s o n , May 4th—p. m .—Since 7 o'elock 
this m orning no less than six distinct 
shocks of eartüquake have been felt here.

There are supposed 
to be about 150 men in the mine. At this 
hour (midnight) twelve bodies have beett 
taken out. Some are dead, some seriouslv 
and others fatally burned. 
Little hopes of 
recovering atty more alive are entertained. 
A rescuing party went down, but were 
nimble to do much, as they were overcome 
by the black damp and obliged to retreat. 
One of the rescuing party, S. Hudson, died 
shortly after coming out. 
The mine is now on fire, and all the 
framework over the air shaft is completely 
destroyed. A fire engine was brought out. 
well manned, and has saved the adjoining 
buildings. 
Tbe scene around the sha ft is of the most 
heart-rending description. The grief of 
those who have husbands, brothers and rel­ 
atives in the doomed mine is beyond por­ 
trayal.

Tbe im portation of intoxicating 
liquors is forbidden, except upon a permit 
from tbe Custom's officer at the port of 
destination, who shall first be satisfied that 
the liquors are needed for .sacramental, 
medical or scientific purposes. Tbe im ­ 
portation of breech-loading rifles is also 
prohibited, except where intended for the 
personal use of white settlers and tempor­ 
ary visitors, not traders. Masters ot vessels 
going into Alaskan waters, if they carry 
such weapons or liquors are required to 
take out special manifests or give bonds to 
prevent illegal traffic in them.

INJUNCTION' GRANTED. 


S u it C om m en ced by S acram en to C ounty 
A g a in st th e H ill Top a n d O ther M inea. 
Sacramento county, through S. C. Den­ 
son and R. T. Devlin, attorneys, com­ 
menced suit in the Superior. Court yester­ 
day against Gideon Devoe, the Amador 
and Sacramento Canal Company, and many 
other defendants, and prayed for a writ of 
injunction to restrain the defendants from 
dumping mining debris into the Cosnmnes 
river, or any of its tributaries, gulches or 
ravines, and to prevent them from allow­ 
ing other persons to so dump into the 
streams from mining claims owned by the 
deiendants. 
The 
complaint 
is 
quite 
lengthy, and sets forth all the facts relative 
to the damage done to and threatening Sac­ 
ramento county and city, in consequence 
of the ¡Hungup of streams with rock, gravel 
and sand from the miuiug claims of de­ 
fendants. 
The H ill Top mine is referred 
to especially, but attention is also paid to 
parties engaged in mining higher up the 
river. In accordance with the praver of the 
complaint. Judge Van Fleet has issued a 
writ of in junction, which will be immedi­ 
ately served. 


T h e H ill-to p P rop erty. 
H. S. Byum and Hen Bullard, of Michi­ 
gan Bar, who are now in this city, state 
that they have the Hill-top mining prop­ 
erty bonded for purchase, together with 
other landed property in that vicinity, and 
have for some time been making efforts to 
induce outside capital to purchase the Hill­ 
top ditch property and water rights, other­ 
wise known as the AmadorandSacramento 
Canal, with a view to its being changed 
into an irrigation property for lands below. 
They claim that the two thousand inches 
of water which it carries, if conducted to 
the lands of the foothills and valley, would 
irrigate from ten to twenty thousand acres, 
and would, thus used, he lar more profita­ 
ble than for mining purposes.
